There are approximately 916,000
acres of public hunting land in
Hawaii, and a lot of labor goes into
keeping those public hunting areas
usable each year. Division of Forestry
and Wildlife staff work on many
ongoing projects that improve public
hunting areas and game habitat.

1,594 Hunter Check Station inspections
